The new sidewalk that is being 
prepared alongside the No. 3 high¬ 
way as it leaves Coleman on the 
east will be graded and made ready 
for hardsurfacing sometime in 1947. 


Pass Pioneer, 

Died Wednesday 

Survived Frank Slide in 1903; 

Help Lay Steel Through Pass In 

Early Days. 

A link with the history of the 
Crows’ Nest Pass was broken at 
seven o’clock Wednesday morning 
in the local hospital when one of the 
really old pioneers of the Pass died 
in the person of Richard “Dick” 
Slugg, 76. Deceased had been ailing 
for the past three years and had 
repeatedly been a hospital patient. 
He was taken to hospital on Mon¬ 
day morning of this week. 

Bom at Towbridge, Hampshire, 
England, he served his apprentice¬ 
ship as a blacksmith at Portsmouth 
dock yards before coming to Can¬ 
ada at the age of 21 years. He wa3 
accompanied to Canada by a 
cousin, both young men settling at 
Ottawa where Dick gained employ¬ 
ment with a gas company. 

In 1901 he came west, first set¬ 
tling at Nelson and for possibly two 
years working at Kimberley, Trail 
and Rossland. Shortly prior to the 
Frank slide in 1903 he came to 
Frank and the night of the disaster 
was fast asleep in a boarding house 
when the top of the mountain fell 
into the valley. His pet dog woke 
him up that morning and upon 
looking out the door stood in a- 
mazement at the sight that met his 
gaze. 

He has never left the Pass and 
has worked at practically all mines 
as a blacksmith. He was actually 
a walking encyclopedia of Crows’ 
Nest Pass history. He knew inti¬ 
mately all the prospectors that 
found the various coal seems in the 
district and knew the late Joe 
Little, long before the latter 
amassed a fortune from the Pass 
coal folds. 

For many years he had made Ms 

home in Coleman, working as an 
Employee of International. Sick¬ 
ness forced him into retirement 
several years ago and during the 
past three years his physical con¬ 
dition has increasingly worsened. 
Time and again he was admitted to 
hospital and aided by a fighting 
spirit that had carried him through 
the rough days of the west he had 
pulled through and gone home. 

He was one of the blacksmiths 
that was employed by the CPR 
when that company laid steel 
through the Crows’ Nest Pass. 
Many colorful stories he has told of 
those historic days and could point 
out unmarked graves where some 
of the laborers had died and been 
buried by the side of the road. 

He was a skilled blacksmith and 
many examples of his handicraft 
are to be seen in the various horse 
shoes, etc., which he has framed in 
his East Coleman home. 

He was predeceased by his eld¬ 
est son Fred, who died two years 
ago last October. 

Surviving are his widow, son 
James and daughter Laura. 

At the time of going to press the 
funeral arrangements were incom¬ 
plete.

IT WAS ANNOUNCED recently that In September, the sixth ration 
book will be distributed in Canada. There was a time when it appeared 
that ration book number five would be the last one to be issued, and that 
by the time the coupons in it had been exhausted, conditions would be such 
that rationing would no longer be necessary. On the contrary the world 
food situation is now more serious than it was at any time during the war, 
and the necessity for the continuation of rationing here is apparent to 
everyone. We also know that under our present system we are infinitely 
better off than the people of Britain, Europe and the Orient; and in many 
Canadian homes today there is voluntary rationing of foods which can be 
shipped abroad.

answer to a world crying for help. As long as| human beings in so many 
countries of the world are starving or near starvation, it is unthinkable 
that Canadians should refuse to do their share in helping out.” There 
will be few who disagree with Mr. Gordon in‘this respect. As yet, Canada 
has been untouched by any real food shortage, such as has been experienced 
in other countries. There are many who believe that before the current 
world food crises is over, this continent will be more seriously affected than 
it has yet been. Whatever the situation may be in the future, there is no 
doubt but that we are at present fortunate in comparison with the people 
in other parts of the world, and we should be more'than willing to co-operate 
readily in whatever measure of rationing the authorities consider to be 
necessary.

Many Volunteer mence on September 9th, and will be issued 
Worker* Needed thr ° u Sh the six hundred local ration boards 
situated across Canada. As in the past, thou¬ 
sands of volunteer workers will be needed to asssit in the task of distri¬ 
bution, and an appeal has been issued to all those who are in a position 
to help, to offer their services as early as possible. Consumers have been 
asked to keep in mind that much of the responsibility for receiving the new 
books lies with them, since the books must be called for at the local dis¬ 
tributing centre. It has also been pointed out that while books are to be 
issued throughout the week of September 9th, all local distribution points 
will not be open continuously during that time, and it is the responsibility 
of the consumer to find out at what times the centre in his locality is 
to be open. For their own convenience, and in the interest of saving the 
local ration boards time and trouble, citizens should make every effort to 
co-operate fully in securing their new ration books promptly. 


Price Control 
And Rationing 
Information 

Q.—V'hat happens to the meat 
coupons and tokens which are turned 
in to the Local Ration Boards and 
voluntary collecting organizations for 
the supplying of . meat to starving 
people overseas? 

A.—All meat tokens and coupons 
are turned in to the Local Ration 
Boards by the voluntary organiza¬ 
tions and these are counted at regu¬ 
lar intervals. The Meat Board then 
Jmows exactly how much extra meat 
will be available for export. Through 
the coupon oollection system, up to 
the end of May Canadians made 325,- 
000 additional pounds of canned 
meat available for shipment to the 


Q.—Instead of turning in meat 
coupons and tokens which will not be 
needed for a family’s own use, would 
it not 'be just as well to destroy these 
coupons at home rather th$h send 
them to the Local Ration Board or 
to some voluntary collecting organ¬ 
ization? 

A.—If you destroyed these tokens 
and coupons in your own home, the 
Meat Board would have no way of 
checking on how much meat was be¬ 
ing used by you. For every valid 
meat coupon and token you turn in 
the authorities know definitely that 
that much less meat will be needed 
to meet the ration. 

Q.—How many canning sugar cou¬ 
pons are allowed us this year? 

A—Ten coupons have been vali¬ 
dated for the purchase of canning 
sugar, each coupon being good for 
one pound of sugar. On May 2 the 
first five coupons were declared valid 
and cn July 4 the remaining five were 
validated. The coupons used for the 
purchas'e of this sugar are the sugar- 
preserves, and, if canning sugar is 
not required, the coupons may be 
used for the purchase of preserves.

But having won the battle, arc 
wd going to win the peace?

In fact the forecast from Great 
Britain is that three times as many 
people will die of starvation in the 
next six months as were killed in the 
whole of the war, and the number of 
potential famine victims at the end 
of six months is estimated at 60,000,- 
000 dead. 

This is the picture that faces our 
farm producers. Will they live up to 
it and surmount it? Undoubtedly 
they will, just the same as they did 
during the long six years of war. No 
one outside of the farmers themselves 
will ever know "how hard a task it 
will be, but sometimes we wonder if 
they are not just a little pessimistic 
about their work and their profes¬ 
sion. In one breath they deplore the 
terrible hardships of the farm, and 
the next day deplore the leaving of 
their sons and daughters from the 
farms to the cities. 


Radio Activity 

Canada Is Second Country In The 
World To Have Uranium File 

Canada is the second country in 
the world to have a moderator- 
stabilized uranium pile, Dr. L. G. 
Cook of the Atomic Energy Division, 
National Research Foundation, re¬ 
vealed in a pamphlet being published 
for the annual conference of the 
Chemical Institute of Canada. 

The pamphlet discloses for the first 
time some of the facts of Canadian 
atomic research and predicts Cana¬ 
dian scientists will be among the first 
to experiment with radioactive ele¬ 
ments, to develop special medical 
treatments and to unravel scientific 
and medical mysteries.

LONDON.—An early debate in the 
House of Commons on commonwealth 
relations has been proposed, it was 
learned. Defence communications 
and results of recent conferences in 
London are to be reviewd in the de¬ 
bate. 

The government is expected to 
make it clear 8 it is well satisfied with 
recent commonwealth consultations 
attended by representatives of the 
four dominions—Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand and South Africa. No 
hard and fast decisions were reached 
and Whitehall now accepts the view 
that the dominions’ own parliaments 
must pass on such decisions. 

The success of consultations prob¬ 
ably means there will be no more 
formal imperial conferences., ~ One 
Whitehall source said “there will be 
no weeping about that here.” 

Government spokesmen indicate 
that while the dominions have made 


no new commitments on joint de¬ 
fence there is a feeling of confidence 
about over-all unity in the future. 
Before the consultations the govern¬ 
ment had been asked to see the 
dominions carried a greater share of 
the joint defence^urden but the do- 
j minions in turn pointed to their 
limitations and localized problems. 

| Proposals for closer association 
! between Canadian and United States 
fighting forces were observed calmly 
by the United Kingdom.

Meantime Canada’s machinery for 
control of prices, which includes the 
commodity prices stabilization corpor¬ 
ation, subsidizing imports from the 
United States will be kept flexible.

Priorities will be issued immedi¬ 
ately, however, on applications which 
were approved between May 7 and 
June 30 while issue of priorities was 
suspended. 

Whether any priorities will be 
handled in August would be decided 
"in the light of further production 
reports covering June and the first 
half of July,” Mr. Howe said in a 
statement. 

Issuance of priority certificates was 
suspended on May 7, when the num¬ 
ber in the hands of the public far 
exceeded deliveries of new motor 
vehicles to dealers.

better flavor) and using a pure.high j 
strength baking powder that assures 
baking success. 

Use fine or castor sugar, coarse 
rfugar does not blend well with other 
ingredients, if the supply of sugar is! 
limited, a good plan is to sift it, artd j 
use the coarse particles for general ' 
sweetening fruit, pies, etc. 

Measure all ingredients carefully,! 
use the correct method of mixing, j 
and bake as directed. Grease tins i 
with lard, not butter. Pre-heat your 
oven using top and bottom heat, but 
when your cake is put in to coak 
turn off the top element for baking. 

Cakes put in the oven at too low 
a temperature, cause excessive steam¬ 
ing and makes them heavy.
